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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

Claim 15 is objected to because of the following informalities: Part E lines 2-3 
state "said flow line" which should state "said flexible tube flow line". Also part G and 
beyond of claim 15 is fully functional since the blood warmer apparatus is not positively 
claimed and since the claim is not a method claim the heater segments are only 
required to be capable of being maintained at a controlled temperature of about 42C 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Specification 

The amendment filed 10/06/06 is objected to under 35 U.S.C. 132(a) because it 
introduces new matter into the disclosure. 35 U.S.C. 132(a) states that no amendment 
shall introduce new matter into the disclosure of the invention. The added material 
which is not supported by the original disclosure is as follows: The specification adds 
new matter with respect to page 6 which states on line 2 "... via the disposable internal 
electrical resistance heater segment connector wire", page 7 which adds the elements 
"21 Temperature sensor cable" and "heater segment connector wire", page 1 1 line 2 of 
the electrical and mechanical connections section which adds "... by means such as 
soldering or spot welding, to disposable internal electrical resistance heater cable 
connector wires 22 and to each other through disposable internal electrical resistance 
heater segment connector wire 24 at the distal end of the air insulated patient line 
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forming a series resistance circuit", page 12 lines 6-7 also include the new matter of the 
"temperature sensor cable 21", page 13 lines 6-13 is also seen to include new matter 
with respect to the sensor measuring annual air space temperature and the location of 
the sensor. 

New matter was also introduced into the drawings with respect to figure 1 A which 
includes the new matter of the distances between the wires 22 & 21 , the connection of 
the wires 22 and the heater segments 16, and the distance of wire within the tube 
before connection to the heater segments. With respect to figure TB, the addition of the 
connector wire 24 and it's connections 25 to the heater segments are seen to be new 
matter, the means for creating the series resistance circuit was not disclosed to 
necessarily utilize a single wire or the orientation of the wire or the connection of that 
wire to the heater segments through soldering or spot welding. Figure 1 B also adds in 
the new matter of the temperature sensor cable 21 and the length of the cable as well 
as the orientation of the cable and the location of the temperature sensor 30. 

Figures 3 & 4 include new matter with to the length of the heater segments 

made. 

Applicant is required to cancel the new matter in the reply to this Office Action.
